We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  in  securing  excellent 
teachers  during  the  past  year,  faithful  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  and  the  suggestions  as  to  the  best  methods  of 
teaching  have  generally  received  attention,  and  have  been  put 
in  practice  when  possible. 

Secretary  Dickinson,  in  his  report  for  1881,  says:  "To 
teach  well  requires  a  sound  body,  a  cultivated  mind,  an  ex- 
tensive knowledge  of  things,  some  acquaintance  with  the 
laws  that  control  the  faculties  in  their  efforts  after  truth  and 
strength,  special  training,  a  successful  experience,  and  unlim- 
ited enthusiasm." 

The  school  houses  needing  repairs,  painting,  and  new 
blackboards,  the  town  appropriated  the  sum  of  $150  for  that 
purpose.  The  Committee  have  the  past  year  had  all  the 
school  houses  painted  on  the  inside,  giving  the  school  rooms 
a  much  neater  and  better  appearance. 

The  blackboards  being  very  desirable  in  every  school  room 
for  the  better  explanation  of  lessons,  especially  in  arithmetic, 
new  and  larger  wooden  blackboards  have  been  substituted  for 
plastering  blackboards,  which  are  not  suitable  for  a  school 
room.  The  teachers'  platforms  have  been  enlarged,  making 
them  more  convenient  for  teachers  and  visitors.  Three  of  the 
school  houses  have  been  painted  on  the  outside.
